INDIAN WAR. 


Gen. Pope After the Cheyennes. 


[By Telegraph to The Constitution. ] 
New Yorr, 11.—A special from New 


Orleans says a dispatch from Gen. Pope 
to Gen. Sheridan, just received, has the 


following report trom Col. Neill, com- 
manding at Cheyenne Agency, Indian 
Territory, dated April 6th: <A hostile 
Cheyenne prisoner was being ironed, 
when he jumped and ran from the guard, | 
Ile was immediately fired on and cight 
shots were fired from. the Cheyenne 
the whole of the men, 
women and children deserted their 
camps, and the men occupied a com- 
manding sand hill across the river. 
Capt. Rafferty’s company of cavalry fel- 
lowed them, and the Indians opened tire 
with a number of rithes which they had 
concealed in the sand hills. I arrived on 
the ground and fought them from 2 p. m. 
till dark. The Iodians heid their posi- 
tion all night. We charged their strong- 
ly intrenched position three times—once 
when mounted. Upon opening fire this 
morning I discovered that the Indians 
had left. I have ordered two companies 
of cavalry to pursue and attack them, 
We have got three dead Indians, and I 
supp%se more were killed and wounded. 
Sixteen of our men v ere wounded - four 
severely, and four horses killed, I have 
thirty-two hostile Cheyenne prisoners in

Cherokee Indians. Traders’ had 
which flowed the waters of the Tallulah, 
the Toccoa, the Tugaloo, the Chattooga, 
the Etowah and the Amicalola. In one 
rear 3,000 people rushed into the east 
end of the Cherokee country. Every- 
where one travels through this Georgia 
gold region the tale of the past is told on 
hundreds of hillsides, on the banks of 
many ariver, in the sands of many a 
crystal stream, and the records show 
acres that have yielded millions. From 
ore in White county was wasaed by re- 
corded weight over two tons of gold, 
and many a nugget never saw its way to 
the books. There never were any where 
richer washings than Nacoochee, the old 
Sixes in Cherokee, and some places in 
Carroll, and most ef these places having 
rested through many a year will now 
yield as well aseyer. ‘‘Gold grows” say 
the old country people. No organized 
system of mining in first-class style has 
ever been carried out in Georgia. A 
northern company erected dams and 
pipes and ftlumes in Nacoochee valley 
and on Yahoola river before th> war, 
and their works haye been a little used 
since, but preparations are now making 
to refit and work extensiyely. This hy- 
draulic system is undoubtedly the most 
profitable, hut jt pty be much goad 
land not only in the hills but hy working 
down sand into the valleys. Veins of 
reat richness are known to exist, but no 
effort is made to work any in Lumpkin 
or White counties. In Hall two compa- 
nies are at work and have cach a ten 
stamp mill, while in Cherokee work is 
done on the old Strickland place, where 
there is a ten stamp mill. 
Gold mining in Georgia will pay if 
worked in two ways. First, in a small 
way, by one or two men, with pans 
riffle, sluice-boxes and rockers. I saw at 
the Sixes, Cherakee coynty, a wan at 
work whose outtit could not have cost $x. 
Hie was not disposed to tell what he was 
doing, but it was certain that he had 
athered full $150 in a couple of weeks. 
Fine gold he did not get, as he did not 
have any quicksilver, but he had found 
one nugget weighing sixty-six penny- 
weights. There are dozens of places, 
from Rabun county southwest to the 
Alabama line, where two men, working 
harmoniously togetier, can eqaily make 
from $5 to $25 per da each, and be also 
in the finest summer climate in the world. 
Their outfit need not cost $100 each, and 
if they will stick to work and eschew 
whisky and cards, they will have a good 
balance on the credit side of their ac- 
count at the year’send. Second, gold- 
mining can be made profitable in Geor 
gia if the machinery (stamps and cop. 
per-plate amalgamatofs) is run by water: 
power, and if Fhe husjness is candicted 
economically, gs any other business 
would be. Gold-mining has not been 
profitable to many, because too much 
worthless patented machinery has been 
bought at high prices, and beccuse the 
mines have been worked asa specula.
